Russian Ksleciu for Britain. 

London, Doo. 5. — Lord CarrinRton, who 
wont to Russia on behalf of tho Queen to 
attend the funeral of Alexander III, Baid in 
a public Bpeeoh in Camborne this eveninp; 
that tho lato Czir's love of poaco and many 
othor admirable qualities had been recog- 
nized universally. Ho had found that in 
Rusaia Lord Rosobery, Lord Salisbury, the 
London prosB and tho liritiah peoplo in 
general wero held in high esteem.

His Deliverance at the Opening: of 
the Keichstap; Variously 
Criticized. 



The Opinions Expressed By Leading 
British and German News- 
papers. 



London, Doo. 5.— The Standard's Berlin 
correspondent aaya of tho opening of the 
Relchatag : " The ceremony mado a deeper 
impression than usual, mainly owing to the 
interest in tho imperial apeoch. Tho press 
comments aro abandant and vory long." 

The Morning Po%t to-morrow will speak 
of Emporor William's speech aa " calm and 
practical, and containing nothing to indi- 
cate that extremo propoaala of repressive 
laws will bo offered. " 

Tho Daily Graphic will say : " Tho situ- 
ation pruduced by tho anti-socialist and fin- 
ancial propoBaU does not inspire confidenco 
in the stability of the German adminialra- 
tion. 

The Nord DeutBcho Allgemelne Z;itung 
is satisfied that economio legiBlation will 
take precedence, and gonerolly applauda the 
tonor of the apeeoh. 

The National Ziltung praisea tho apeoch 
on the whole, but reserves its opinion of the 
bills. 

The Tageblatt is surprised that no refer- 
ence was made to the change of chancellors, 
and Bays it waits with interest to seo 
whether tho deputies will agree as to the 
implied significance of the chancellor's 
office. Ic expreeses regret that the war in 
Asia was not mentioned and that the poa- 
aible changes in the relations of the Euro- 
pean powera was ignored, since, in view of 
the Anglo Russian rapprochement, specula- 
tive politicians and journalists are now left 
unchecked. 

Tho Boereon Courier remarks on the ab- 
sence of all references to the budget, the 
new naval demands, and the government's 
commercial polioy. 

Tho Voisiache Zoitung aaya : " The 
speech cannot awaken any enthusiasm in 
view of the moderation with which the 
speech diacuBSCB the anti-revolutionary bill. 
We hope that domcBtio tranquility will not 
Buffer any disturbance even if tho bill be re- 
jected, and that the government will not 
trrgot Rudolph von Bonningsen's words, 
' The German Emporor and the Gorman 
Reichstag wore born on the Bame day.' " 

Tho Freiainninge Zaitung aays : "Tho 
apeeoh might have been written by Count 
von Caprivi, inasmuch aa it oontalna nothing 
in favor of the agrarian demands. It is 
possible that the agitation of tho Conserva- 
tives will force tho Chancellor into a con- 
flict with tho preBent majority."

General Chan hae also boon 
deprived of hia rank and haa boon handed 
over to tho board oi punishment for allow- 
ing troops undor hia command ..to pillago 
the peoplo and burn their Catholic church 
at Km Chow. Li Hung Chang, it is an- 
nounced, retains Iiib vice-regal power. 

Athens, Dec. 5.— Three Russian war 
ehipB havo boen ordored from tho Pinwua to 
China. 

Washington, Dec. 5. — It is undoratood 
hero that thoro ia no truth in tho Shanghai 
rumor of u ton duys' armiatico botwoon 
China and Japan.

— Evoryono U talk- 
ing halibut and the remarks of - the big 
Extern tish men wlio are at present here 
are oagorly listened to uud commented upon 
Mr. OhaBO, who is jobbing largo (juantitioi 
of halibut, says ho can save hundreds of 
dollars by shipping the fish via Victoria and 
Tacoma, as it costs Jl.UUO to Bliip a oar east 
from Vuncouvor all expenses included. Mr 
Chase says that halibut, tisliing will probably 
be one of tho chief industries of tho coast, 

Mr. Rich, of tho New England Co., auya 
that at present his company is here experi 
menting.

Sea Const Defences of tho United States— 
What Is linine Done at San 
FraucUco. 

San FkaKCISGO, Dec. 5 — In connection 
with tho President's inoseugo preaentod on 
Monday, together with the various depart- 
mental roporta the following regarding the 
annual report of Goneral Casey, Chief Kn 
gineer, U.S. A , will bo of interest. Tho 
General giveB a resume of the work done 
during tho year in perfecting tho hurbor de- 
fences at San Fraoninco. Ho states that 
early in the year lS'.IO it was reuliz id that 
tho time wua opportune f jr drawing up plana 
for the defence of tho Hea coast of this oouu 
try. Tho most practical plan for sucooas- 
fully defend ing the harbors of tho country 
was found to be submarine mines, in addi- 
tion to tho usuil gun and mortar batteries 
on land. Appropriations for thia purpose 
have boen made from August 18, 1890, to 
AugU8t 4 17, 1S!U, aggregating $:!,021,000. 

Fiom these appropriations allotments 
have been made for the conBtruotion of de- 
fences for nearly all the prominent aitios on 
tho Atlantia seaboard. The only weatern 
port for which allotment has been made is 
San Francisco, although plana are b.Mug 
considered for tho defence of San Diego and 
Portland. 

The allotmenb made for San Francieoo 
allows for placing five twolvo-inch guns on 
non-diaappearlng carriages, three ten-Inch 
guns on disappearing carriages, and eixteen 
twelve-inch mortars, and tho partial con- 
struction of submarino minea for blockading 
tho harbor. The entire plan of defence con- 
tomplatoe fjr tho present eighteen 
twelve-inch guns on lifts, twenty-three 
ton - inoh and thirtoon eight- inch 
guns on disappearing aarriages, fifteen 
twelvo-inch, five ten-inch and six eight-inch 
guns on non-disappoaring cirriagos, 144 
twelvo-inch mortars and Bubtnarino mining 
casements operated from seven mining case- 
ments. Two mining laaementa are com- 
pleted, and two, while incomplete, can 
readily bo completed while in use 

Colonel Mendell, who is in charge of the 
construction of these dofencos, has begun 
tho construction of emplacements for three 
ton-inch guns on disappearing carriages, 
throe twelve-inch g'ins on non-disappearing 
carriages and a battery of sixteen twelve- 
inoh mortara. Tho emplacements are yet 
unfinished, though it is expected that two 
platforms and carriages will bs ready dur- 
ing the coming fiscii yoar. Oao hundred 
and tou feet of connecting roadway waa 
built and the top surfaces of six magazines 
wore plastered and painted. 

There remains to be completed filling in 
gaps ia tho parapets, finishing tho case- 
ments and platforms, covering tbo top Bur- 
faoo of masonry with a layer of asphalt and 
finishing tho elevating machinery for three 
emplacements and overhead travolerB for 
six. Ground was broken on the mortar 
battery in April, 1S9.3. Tho masonry 
struoturo was covered with earth, sodded 
or plantod in grasB, coinploting the fill ex- 
copt about -100 cubic yards. The mortnr 
pits were excavated and retaining walla of 
Blope wero built. Two platforms were laid 
in granite and some work dono on two other 
platforms. It is expected that tho battery 
proper, with its eixteen platforms, will be 
complotod during tho prcsont yoar. 

Under tho allotment mado November!), 
1892, there waa commenced in February, 
189.'f, tho construction of emplacements for 
two 12 inch guns on non-dieuppearing cir- 
riageB. During tho past year tho concrete 
work was completed as far as contemplated, 
oxcopt tho machinery and plastering of the 
hoisting rooms and elevator shaft. This 
latter work will bo dono when arrangements 
aro mado for putting in platforms prepara- 
tory to mounting the guns. Of tho three 
platforms ono ia expected to bo built thia 
year. Tho construction of tho mining cuho- 
montB was commenced in January, 1891, 
and with the exception of u fow minor de- 
tails, was completed in 18912. From the 
appropriation of $100 000 mado by aot of 
August 17, 1894, tho amount of £29,641 has 
boon allotud for coinploting tho mounting 
of sixtoen mortara and ono 12 inch gun on a 
non-disappoaring enrriuge for tho defence of 
tho harbor of Sun Francisco.

British Labor Leaders aud Delecates 
to tlio Denver Con- 
vention- 



If Working Men Unite They Will Ere 
Long Reach True 
Sucialit-m. 

Kew York, Dao 5. — The oorr.p'imentary 
dinner tendered by the tradoa and labor 
unionB of New York to Mesers. Uivid 
Holmes and John Burns, M. P., delegates of 
the British Trades Uoion Con^reBS to the 
American Federation of Libor Convention, 
at Clarendon hull last night was well at- 
tended. Many women wero present. 
Simucl Goir.pcis presided. Mr. BurnB In 
his speech Baid among othor things : 

"It is an education to come to Now York. 
What I lo-irn over hero 1 will give to labor 
tho moment I (>et buck. To day aa I walked 
along Fifth avenue 1 thought, Why should 
there ho so ninny churched whore thero are 
so many millionaires 1 Thero will never he 
any reciprocity betweon rich and poor so 
)0L-g "8 the rioh have to many ohurohoa. I 
am firmly- convinced that before tilty yoara 
thero \vllt & sod:'.! democracy." 

On Monday, In company with S.muel 
Gompera, Modara. Burna and Holmes made a 
trip through tho 15o«ery and viowed tho 
tenement houses on tho eaat Btdo. At a mass 
mootirg of the trade unionists of Ni>w York, 
hold iu Cooper Union, Sarr.uol Gompera 
presided, and Messrs. Burna and Holmes 
were tho prinolp.il spankers. D-ivii] Holn.ea, 
who is chiUrniiu of tho Textile Fabrics As- 
station iu England, said it would bo the 
duty of the workers in America, as they 
had done in England, to put down faction 
and insist upon united action, Chairman 
(iompers, iu introducing Mr. BurnB, ro- 
forred to him as " tho hero of Trafalgar 
iqu&re." 

Mr. Burns, who rcoeived an ovation, Baid: 

" We are determined l hat the American 
workiugmen Bhall unite in ono grand move- 
ment, au international movement, uufettered 
by rec?, creed or color, joined with tho 
workmen iu the old world for tho emancipa- 
tion and amelioration ol all those who earn 
their bread by honest labor." 

Speaking ot the pensions piid to veterans 
of the civil war, Mr. Burns Baid : 

"These men fought for a groat people. It 
was right to reward them. Bat il you deem 
it right to reward these men, who at best 
wore partakers in the bloody and hiutal 
trade of war, do you not consider that the 
toilers in the slums, tho men who in remov- 
ing garbage from your Btreets, inhale malar- 
ial odors which bring them to the grave ; 
tho men who in the mines of Pennsylvania 
lose their livea in obtaining for your homos 
light and heat ; tho men who toil in the 
furnaces of Pittsburg and othor citios, do you 
not think that th-j families of thoao men, 
whose lives have beenloBt in peaceful employ 
mont, or who, brokon down in health, wear 
out the enda of their lives in your alums in 
misery and starvation, are more worthy cf 
penaiona than thoso who fought in battle." 
(Cheerr.) 

Mr. Burna concluded by saying he had 
more pity for tho American woman than for 
tho man. It was they who have the greater 
privations. Ho appealed to all workmen to 
unite and they would ere long succeed in 
carrying out tho princlplesof true socialism. 

When President Gompera arose to intro- 
duce Mr. John Williams Benn, M.P., he 
waa greeted with a atcrm of hisses. These 
cune from a strong contingent of tho Bocial 
iatic labor party, and the din becime ao 
general that Mr. Benn did not speak. Mr. 
Burns, with Mr. Holmes, President Gom- 
pera and aomo other delegates to tho con- 
vention <f tho American Federated Trades 
and Labor Union, left for Denver laat even- 
ing. 

MYSTERIOUS MDRDEB. 

ArreBt on Bnsplclon of a Young Han of High 
Family Connectlons-Tlie 
Circumstances. 

London, Dec. 5 — Tho detectiveB of Scot- 
land Yard are ferreting out the facta in a 
senBational murder mystery. Oa Kovo.nLar 
26 luit it was announced thU a mysterious 
murder had bion committed in Kenaington, 
a populous westorn suburb of London. The 
b idy of a comely, well dresso J young unfor- 
tunate named PiweB, about .SO years old, 
was found on Holland Villa a road. Exam- 
ination showud thst her throat hud b^en cut 
from oar to oar, and soma of i lie London 
newspupcra raised tho cry of "Jack tho 
Ripper." although there waa little ground 
for 80 doing. 

SuBpioiDii centred upon a highly connected 
young man, Reginald Llewellyn Bitsett 
SaunderBon, nephew of Col. E J S. under 
Bon, member of parliament for North Ar- 
magh, and the ton of Llewellyn Traherne 
IlasiOtt Siuudersoi), a justice if the peace 
for Dublin county, Ireland. Tho young 
man is only 'Jl years old, tall and handsome, 
a moat pleasant conversationist and an <x 
pert at tootball, rowirg arid swimming. Fat 
from being strong miudod, he waa sent to a 
school for tho protection and education ol 
gentlemen of wo-»k intellect, at, Hampton 
wick, Saundersi n, bccor liiifj to the police, 
left that institution on Nov. 25, Baying he 
intended to at wnd divine service at a local 
church. Ho waa not heard of again until he 
uppeared at the hoUHe of his relatives at 
Belfast, aomo time afier the murder. 

Tho evidence which connects S. undersoil 
with tho murder ia tho faoc that lying by 
tho woman's side tho polico f >und a knife 
and cherry wood Bf lck which were afterwards 
identltied by the pupils of the institution at 
Hamptorwlck aa having boloiged to Siund- 
crBon, Whothcr the ur.f on uuato woman 
who met her death in t ho Holland Villas 
road was a chanco acquaintance of Saunder 
Hon or ho had known tier for some timo is a 
mystery. The general opinion seoma to bo 
that aha wbs an accidental acquaintance, 
whom tho prisoner met after his arrival in 
London, and that ho had hooomo complete- 
ly unhinged by reuding about und brooding 
over tho detail! of tho South Eid murder, 
which recently oauaed bo much sonsiUioo, 
and felt impelled bo kill tho woman, and so 
cut ho." throat a*id lied, leaving the knife and 
walking s'-ick behind. Saunderaon arrived 
four or fivn duys ago at Nabilla, tho resi- 
dence of Mis K*to Jonop, a widow, two 
miles from Caitlu Saundcrsnn, tho reeidenco 
of Col. Saundeison, It was remarked that 
lie had a very scanty outfit. Ho looked ill, 
and was very rceerved. 

Tho muBter ol tho school at H im ptonwick 
states that, in viow of Saundorson's prob 
ably going to Canada to start (arming, lie 
waa ullowod to take part in tho gardening 
at tho school, and tho knlfo found by tho 
Bide of tho murdered woman was ono ho had 
uaed for pruning purpoBos. One of tho 
plaoes vialtod by Suundoraon was Moncka- 
town, where ho wroto an unsigned lotter in 
which ho admitted his guilt. This lottor 
foil into tho hands of Scotland Yard authori- 
ties, and wob one of tho cIuob that led to hia 
arreat, 



EXTINCTION OF SEA.I S. 

The Secretary of the U. H. Treasury Hays Be- 
fore Five Years I'hey Will Belong 
to tho Fust. 

Washington, Deo. 5 —In the courao of 
hia annual report Secretary Carlisle, refer- 
ring to the aoaling question, remarks : 
"Tho department ia in poasossion of reports 
indicating o marked decrease in tho number 
of soils on tho Pribyloff islands, and, in con- 
sequence, tho number permitted to bo taken 
this year waB limited to 16.000, and for tho 
ensuing yoar tho number will have to be 
still furthor reduced. Concurrent with 
this falling off on the islands, there has beon 
for some yeara a great increaso in the num- 
ber of seals killed at aoa. While tho official 
returns cannot yob be stated, It is known 
that the total catch in tho Northern Paoiflo 
and Behring sea for the Benson just oxpired 
is by far the largest over known in the his- 
tory of pelagio sealing. Tho decreaae of 
aoala on tho Pribyloff islands, coupled with 
tho largo number of dead pups found on tho 
islands during tha laat season, whose 
mothers presumably were killed at sea, and 
the further phenomenal inoreajo in tho pel- 
agic catch justifies tho beliof that boforo th? 
oxpiration of five years— when tho regula 
tiona enacted by tho tribunal of arbitration 
are to bB submitted to our government and 
that of Great Britain for a now convention, 
to oonsider poasiblo modification in the 
light of past experience— the fur Boal will 
bfl priio'lcally ex'orminutod," 

THE OZAlt AND "THE ARMY." 

Satisfaction With Ills Majesty's Reply to 
Ueneral Booth's Congratulations. 

New Yohk, Doc. 5 —Tho members tf tho 
Salvation Army horo are very highly pleased 
with tho courteous and kindly l oply which 
tho new Czar of Russia haa mado to the telo- 
graphic dispatch of congratulation aont to 
him from London by General Booth. Some 
of them take this unexpeCod reply aa an in- 
dication that Nicholas II will be more 
favorable to the Salvationists than hia father 
wbb. Thoy even think that the Salvation 
Army may horeafter be allowed to organize 
and operate in tho great nort hern empire. 
Up to this timo it haa not been permitted 
to enter Russia and oven tho namo of Booth 
has been interdicted by tho press censor. 

Tho sanguino opinions entertained by 
many Salvationists horo aro wholly diacrtd- 
itod by an oltioer of the army who ia ac- 
quainted with tho Russian tyatem. Ho 
Bays that the now Czar's reply to General 
Booth was merely of a perfunctory nature, 
resembling hundreds of othor acknowledg 
moots mado in his namo, of tho congratula- 
tions which ho had received. Tho Salvation 
olii ;er adds that it would bo impossible for 
bod es of uniform religionists to march up 
and down Russia blowing their trumpets, 
singing hymns, holding masa meeting and 
preaching in the atreot. It would bo in vio- 
lation of Russian law, the authority of the 
Greek church, tho polico mothodB, the cus- 
toms of tho pooplo and tho peace of tho 
oountiy. It ia probable, however, that some 
of the Englieh members of tho Salvation 
Army will soon petition the now Czar for 
permission to enter Russia in ordor to render 
services in the lino of " rescue work " Buch 
as ia not pei formed by the orthodox churoh 
and has never bten attempted by tho other 
churchoa.

BRITAIN IN INDIA. 

HerPoBltion and Policy Defined by the Uov- 
ernor General— Responsibility 
of the Chiefs. 

LAHORE, Dae. 5 — The Governor General 
of India mado an important speech hore on 
Friday evening. After paying tribute to 
the loyalty, dovotion and courage of the 
Punjaub men Berving in the army, Lord El- 
gin continued : 

" We have no ambition for conquest or 
for the oxtenaion of our boundaries. From 
a recent spoech of Lord Ro obery you have 
learned that we havo reason to hope that tho 
timo la approaching when all risk of a clash- 
ing of Russian and British interests in Asia 
will bo ended, and I venture to say that no 
more welcome news could bo conveyed to the 
flimds of India. Wo poaaess a great advan- 
tage of having a firm friend in tho 
Ameer, who has honorably recognized hia 
obligations under the treaty of 18!).'!, and wo 
trust that all frontier troubles can soon bo 
removed by tho unitod etlorta of tho British 
and A'ghan officers. Wo aro sending com- 
missions to til? extreme weat and to tho ex- 
treme east, with a view to settling mattora 
with Persia and Franco and removing any 
possible cauao for quarrel. The convention 
recently coocluded with China provides ft r 
tho aettlemont of tho Burmese frontier and 
tho promotion of trade by uniting tho tele- 
graph systems of the two countries. Tho 
fact is, thla might well bo termed an tra of 
delimitation, as tho whole world ia settling 
disputed boundaries from the Persian Gulf 
to tho Malay peninsula." He exhorted tho 
chiefs to recognize thoir responsibilities as 
rult-rB.

FALSE PRETENCES. 

The gentlemen who call themselves free- 
traders in this city are, wo see, bestirring 
themselves to gain oonvortB. They are ex- 
patiating on the beauties of freo trade and 
depicting the evils of protection. If their 
diBouasions woro merely academic, if they 
had no other object in view than to exoroise 
their powers of debite and to interest and 
amusothoao who asBomblo to hoar them, their 
entertainment would porhapa be harm- 
less or even praiseworthy, for it 
will have to be admitted that 
there is too little intellectual aotivity in tho 
city. But if the object of tho speakers is 
to try to convincu the people that there is a 
party in the Dominion that intends to intro- 
duce free trade, and that proposes to abolish 
protect! n, their little exhibitions are very 
f&r indeed from being innocont. Every in- 
telligent man knows that there is no such 
party in Canada, consequently those who 
tell them that thore is, and who try to win 
support on that ground, are nothing better 
than political sharpers. They are trying to 
win tho confidence and gain the support of 
the electors on falBo protences. 

When men speak in this country of free 
trade they mean either abaolute free trade 
or free trade as it obtains in Great Britain. 
There is, as we ail know, no party in the 
oountry— except the disoiples of Henry 
George, and they cannot as yet bo called a 
party— whioh advocates abaolute freo trado. 
The single taxora are alone absolute free- 
traders. They would not imposo a tax on im- 
ports to tho extent of ono single dollar for tho 
purpose of either protection or revenue. 
The land under their system must bear 
.all tho burdenB of tho state. Their Blnglo 
tax ia a land tax. No praoticil or political 
«nd is to bo gained thoroforo by advocating 
absolute freo trade at tho meotinga of the 
frco traderB of this city. There ia not a 
single membor in Parliament who would 
HoriouBly attempt to perauado ita mombors 
to abolish customa dutieaof all kinds. 

British freo trado differs from absoluto 
froo trado in that under it duties aro levied 
upon a f jw imports, and thoao duties form 
but a amall proportion of the revonue. The 
ostimutod rovonuo of Great Britain 
for the ourront year ia £94,175,000; 
oi this £20,010,000, or a littlo moro than a 
fifth, ia dcrivod from oiiBtoms, leaving tho 
remaining four-fifths to bo ralaod by other 
modoB of taxation. 

No politician, oithor Conaervativo or Lib- 
eral, dreamB of proposing that four-fifths, 
or anything liko four-fifthB, e f tho federal 
rovenuo ahall bo raiaed by direct taxes. 
Boeidoa the oxoiao duties, whioh in Great 
Britain aro eatimatod to amount to £26,- 
210,000, tho Britlah have to pay stamp 
dut'ieB, land tax and houao duty and property 
and incomo tax. Now, ia thoro any 
Liboral politician of standing in this 
Dominion who aske tho pooplo for 
tho sake of getting what ho 0B.Ha free 
trado to submit to an income tax and to 
stamp Uxoa as well as to the othor burden- 
somo impoata which tho British Bubjeot has 
to boar? Not ono that wo have ovor heaid 
of ; cortainly not Mr. Laurlor, who has told 
his followora moro than onoo that they muat 
not think of British froo trado aB a practical 
polioy. 

Thon Britiah free trado would throw tho 



Tho Superintendent of Education strongly 
recommends the establishment of a Normal 
School In this Provinco. "Such an institu- 
tion," he says, "under two teachers as a 
commencement would bo of invaluable bene- 
fit to the schools of tho Provinco, as thereby 
overy school under the charge of a trained 
teacher would receive direct benefit for 
every outlay made In tliia direction." 

Dr. Pope ia no doubt right, but It is hardly to 
boexpected thattheGovernmentoan juetuow 
bo prevailed upon to add to tho expenditure 
for oducation tho Bum whioh tho establish- 
ment of a Normal School worthy of 
the namo would require. But it seems 
to ub that the Government could without 
increasing tho annual grant for education 
have some at least of tho work done whioh 
a Normal School is expected to perform. It 
oould make every school in tho]Provicce, to 
a certain and by no means small extent, a 
normal Bohool. This is what it really is. 
Its toachor ia a very old gentloman who is 
credited with doing wonders in tho way of 
education. His. name is Experience. At 
presont no aredit Is officially given to the 
results of tho teaching of this veteran peda- 
gogue. The merest tyro who gaina euffi- 
oiont knowlodge of a few branchoa of 
oducation to entitle him or her to 
a certificate ranks with the moat 
experienced and successful teacher of the 
aame grade, though ho or she may have novor 
attempted to teach a single leaaon. Though 
equal in grade, they ore not of ce|ual tliioi- 
onoy aa teaohera. It by no means follows 
that ability to teach gooa with oapaoity to 
learn. But a teacher's usofulneea ia not in 
proportion to what ho i8 supposed to have 
learned, but in proportion to his ability to 
teaoh. Ia it not poaaiblo for tho Djpartment 
to grade teaohera acoording to their known 
ability to teach ? Tho Inspeotore, if they 
ohoae, could tell in a moment who are the 
very good teacherB, who aro tho 'airly good 
and who are tho incapables. Now, wo think, 
buocobb in teaohing deaorveH and should 
have somo recognition at tho hands of tho 
department. Suoh a classification would 
stimulate teachers to become proficient in 
their profeaeion, and euccess in teaohing ia 
far more worthy of distinction than mere 
scholastic acquirement. 

Wo believe that if some auoh Byatem bb 
we have suggested wore put in operation 
the need of a Normal School would not be so 
apparent us it ia now. Teaohera would do 
their beat to train themselves, and we are 
greatly mistaken if the achoola of the Pro- 
vince aa a whole would not in a short time 
be greatly improved. 

A SINGULAR CASE. 

The oitizena of Toronto have been lately 
excited over a very peculiar murder caso. 
On tho night of tho 6th of last Octobor a 
young man named Frank WoBtwood waa 
Bhot in tho hall of hia father's house. He 
waa mortally wounded but lived long enough 
to tell tho authoritiee that ho was Bhot by a 
man, but who ho was ho could not tell. As 
the lad did not appear to havo an enemy in 
tho world his friendB were completely at a 
loss whom to suepeot of having committed 
the crimo. It was conjectured by some that 
a woman might beiimplicatod in t!io tragedy, 
but it waa averred by those who woro inti- 
mato with the murdered man thut ho was 
complotoly froo from any ontanglomont in 
which a woman could havo boon concerned. 
For soveral week* tho police who had the 
muttor in hand were unable to find tho 
slightest clue either as to who tho muidorer 
wa8 or aa to why the murder was commit- 
ted. 

At last euapioion fell upon a gir! named 
Clara Ford. She ia a mulatto, vory light in 
color and not bad looking. She woo in duo 
courao arreatoO. No Boonor did she find 
hcreolf in tho hands of tho authorities than 
sho confeSBod that it was alio who shot Frank 
Woatwood. Although ropoatedly warned 
by tho officer that what alio aaid would bo 
used against her on her trial, she imitated 
upon giving tho full particulars of tho 
crimo. Sho had followed young Woatwood 
to hia home, changing her clothes on tho 
way, and hiding her skirt and jaokot in a 
uafo placo. Sho waited near tho house for 
about twonty minutes ; (ho thon wont up to 
tho houao und rang the bell of the front 
door. When young WeBtwood oponod it 
Bho was etanding on tho verandah ut a little 
distanco from the door. Aa Boon aa alio saw 
who waa in the doorway she fired hor re- 
volver, intending, as Bho aays, to wound him. 
YVhou tho crimo waa oommitted sho mudo 
her OBoapo by a differont road from that 
by which Bhe came. Whon aho came t3 
whero she had left her olothoa sho pub them 
on again and arrived at hor homo at by no 
moans a late hour. When asked why aho 
Bhot tho young man aho said that in July or 
AugUBb ho had insulted hor ut a certain 



place and that aho waa bound to be rovongod. 
Sho seemed to be under the impreaeion that 
her color prevented her from getting tho 
man punished by the authorities. 

The woman made her statement moro 
than onco and to more than ono detectivo 
officer. When urged to get a lawyer, she 
at firat refuaed to do so, but afterwarda con- 
aontod. At tho preliminary proceedings 
aho waa ropreeented by counsel. The pris- 
oner was, of course, committed for trial, 
Tho interesting part of this oibo, it scorns to 
ua, is what weight is to be attuchod to tho 
woman's confession, Assuming that the 
evidence apart from her confession is not 
sufficient to con via t hor, can aho be con- 
demned on tho statements aho herself has 
made 1

Tho conclusion muat bo 
that either Sir Charles Tupper did not wan- 
tonly inault the " homo government " or its 
members tako a very different view of tho 
poaitlon occupied by tho High Commiaaioner 
from that takon by tho Times and ita Lib- 
oral contemporaries. Tho probability is 
that tho Grit Bhoets havo mieunderatood and 
misjudged tho Liberal Govornmont of Groat 
Britain.

SEALING FINANCES. 

Friendly Negotiations Between Owners 
and Hunters About Wages for 
Next Season. 



Prospective Settlement of Ancient 
Claims— Modus Vivendi Damages 
Yet to Ho Discussed. 



The meeting yesterday between tho own- 
era of Victoria sealing vessels and tho hunt- 
ers, did not result in anything, and the 
question now Btauda in oxaotly the same po- 
sition ua before. 

A committeo of the hunters called upon 
Captain J. G. Cox in tho afternoon and pre- 
sented to him a reaolution putscd by tho 
hunters, asking for pay on tho lay eystom at 

50 por skin, if skina wero worth $9, and 
$.'! per skin if they brought $10 or over at 
tho London sales. 

Tho question waa umioably talked over, 
but nothing was gained by it aa Captain Cox 
simply declined to entertain any audi propo- 
sition. The decision of tho ownera had boon 
mado after cartful consideration, and tho 
clior made Ly them of ono fifth I vy was all 
that they could pay white hunters during 
tho coming season. 

So far tho only hunters B'goed 6eem to bo 
thoBo from Mr. R. Hall's two schooners, 
which will work on the Japanese Bido dur- 
ing the ootnlng season. Tho hunters si cured 
havo all signed under tho ono fifth lay agree- 
ment, with the rxception of a couple of men 
who had oignud buforo tho owners settled on 
that tiguro. Speaking of tho situation yes- 
terday, one of the owners said : 

" We simply cannot, allord to pay moro 
than u one-fifth lay. Wo aro not anxious to 
cut tho men's wages, but it is a question of 
whether wo should cut down expenses or 
tio up our schoonera. I have heard ono 
owner say that it ia likoly that even at tho 
one-fifth lay he will tio up hia vessels, aa ho 
expects even at that figure, with tho low 
prico of skins, it would not pay to go into 
tho business this season." 

One ot tho hunters who was on tho com- 
mitteo yoetorday, thought that if tho own- 
ers Brihere to their decision they will Bad 
it diliicult to get. tho best, hunttrs to ship 
this season. " Of courso," ho said, " they 
might got men of a cortain kind, tut tho 
rually experienced huntnra will not, I think, 
couBent to take a one-fifth lay." 

The ipieBtion of damages which Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper sayB he is going to 
diacuss with tho seaiora during hia visit to 
Victoria, is supposed to bo tho compensa- 
tion which has beon claimed for exclusion 
from Behring sea during 1892 and 189:} un- 
der the modua vivendi between Great 
Britain and the United Statoa. Oa account 
ol 1S91, when tho closing of tho aea against 
Canadians waa decided upon aftor the vea 
sols had lift here outfitted for the season's 
operations, Groat Britain has al- 
roudy paid obout $100, 000. At the 
timo it was supposed that this money wan 
only advanced by Groat Britain pending a 
decialon as to the liability of the United 
Statec, but it now soemB that the latter ia 
to escape any charge under tho modus vi- 
vendi, und that in addition to tho $100,1X10 
mentioned tho Brllish Government will havo 
to find whatever compensation is to bo re- 
covered by tho British Columbia sealots on 
account of the extensions of the modus. Tho 
{425.000 which President Cleveland reoom 
mends to be paid " in full satisfaction of all 
claini9 " arising out of tho controversy, it iB 
understood is simply the amount calculated 
us tho fair compensation for thn seizures by 
the United States in 1886, 1887 and 
18S9, when twenty-one Canadian vea- 
aols wore unlawfully seized for operating 
in Behring Bea. Interest (or tho long term 
during which tho claiina havo beon out- 
standing is aupposed to be included in tho 
amount mentioned. Those hero who aro 
well informed in tho matter do not tuko any 
stock in tho report from Washington that 
congress will not accept tho President's re- 
commendation, ob it waa made a matter of 
hoaor with tho United StatoB that thcBe 
ancient claima ahould ho paid when, during 
tho sittings of tho arbitration commission, 
tho mora modern demands arising out of 
tho modus vivendi wero virtu illy shelved 
so far as tho United Stutea waa concerned, 
upon tho ah indontnont of the mutual agree 
ment ao to compensation by the party which 
should bo found by the arbitrators to havo 
bttu In the wrong.

THE CITY MARKETS. 

Heavy Demand for Cereals for the Orient- 
Feed Stull's Weaker-Short Supplies 
of Fruit. 

Christmas stooks are beginning to make a 
atrtng showing in the market with 
considerable stir in goueral business. Com- 
pared with previous years the supply of 
Eastern apples will bo limited. There aro 
some in stock, but owing to the atriot in 
apection to which they are subjected on ac 
count of the codlin moth and other pests 
many persons will not c»re to make ship 
menta. The heavy Oriental demanda for 
cereal products is beginning to bo felt locally 
and in consequence flour haa risen 20 cents a 
barrel while wheat has advanced from $25 
to £28 per ton. Another effect of tho aug- 
mented exportation is the creation of a sur- 
plus amount of feed in Canadian and Amer- 
ican mills. Thia ia the causa of a weak 
market in that department. Weathir con 
ditionB recently have beou favorable for fall 
plowing and thia may partially account for 
the small Bhipmenta of poultry now coming 
ftom tho Eraser.

For Correcting and Keviaing tho Votora' 
List. 

Tho Municipal Council of the Corporation of 
tho City c f Victoria enacts as follows :— 

Sec. 1, On Friday, tho ltth day of December, 
A.D., 18PI. at tho City Hall, Victoria, at tho 
hour of 10 o'clock in tho foronoon, and so on 
thereafter by adjournments, if any, which said 
adjournments may bo made whether a quorum 
of tho Council is present or not until com- 
pleted, tho Mayor and Council of tho said Cor- 
poration shall sit for tho purpose of hearing 
and do tor mining all complaints in respect to the 
Voters' List of the Municipality for tho annual 
municipal election to bo hold In tho month of 
January, 1805, and (or any subsequent election 
for a member or members of tho Council during 
that year, of which complaint or complaints, 
notice in writing specifying tho naturo and 
grounds thereof, shall have been doli voted to 
tho City Clerk, at the City Hall, not later than 
ono o'clock p.m., on the 13th day of December, 
1894, signed by or on behalf of the person com- 
plaining. 

Sec. 2. That tho said 1 iat of Voters in tho 
paid Municipality shall be finally corrected and

Tlio timo has oomo When woman lovos 
to snugglo her head back into her big 
fur storm collar and both look and feol 
comfortable Furs are now worn with 
propriety. No self respecting woman 
evor puts hor furs on until after the 10th 
of Novomber, though .sho may take hor 
wrap out of its box overy day and look 
at it and try it on. The Persian lamb 
dyed black and made into Prince Albert 
shapes and military capes is the prime 
favorite this season for ordinary wear, 
though the dearer furs till hold their own 
places in women's hearts. 

The Persian lamb looks so much like 
the woolon fabric called "astrakhan" — 
not the fur of that name — that coats 
and ehi-n jackets of that fur look much 
bettor than any other kiud, and liouce 
its popularity. .Seal and other furs when 
made into tight fitting garments make 
tho figure look clumsy and largo, while 
the Persian can bo made to lit as close- 
ly as melton cloth. 

The wraps and military capes of Per- 
sian hang less like fur than cloth and 
fold naturally in much morn pleasing 
stylo than any other fur. Still tho seal- 
skin is richer and the: sablo mure sump- 
tuous. Tho moire astrakhan seems to bo 
relegated to short capes and trimmings. 
It certainly is nol as suitable Cor Prince 
Alberts or jackets as tho Persian. 

There is a great variety of styles in 
short cape.- and collarettes. One of the 
neckscarfs had tho heads in the hack 
and two tails in front. Thorn is no end 
to tho neckscarfs and tippets — that is, 
to the different furs and shapes. Skunk 
is the prettiest. Monkey skin is seen 
once in awhile, but black and brown 
bear, mink and marten more ofton. 

A very handsome coat was liiudo of 
snuff browu ladies' cloth and lined 
throughout with Siberian squirrel. It 
was long, cut with only two gores in 
tho back and slightly draped across tbo 
front. It lapped over to the left side 
anil was held by silken frogs. There 
was an enormous surplico collar of 
pointed beaver and a muff to match. 
The garment reached tho bottom of tho 
dress. There was another of theso long 
coats made of heavy diagonal black 
choviot and lined with farmer's satin 
and interlined with flannel. The im- 
mense collar was made of black bear- 
skin, and instead of a muff thero wero 
very deep cull's of the fur, and the 
sleeves wero extremely largo fiigots. 

In the making of tho outdoor gar- 
ments of the season every part is fin- 
ished off as if it was intended to put it 
all in evidence. The collars aro lined 
with rich moire, tiie facings, if not the 
whole lining, is of the same, and every 
seam, belt or binding is finished off 
handsomely enough to allow tho wearer 
to turn her garment inside out if sho 
chose to wear it so. 

The Prince Albort coat made of fur 
is an innovation, ami though it is a trim 
and stylish design it docs not look well 
in any fur. bit* it does look well in mel- 
ton, choviot, cloth or in any of tbo heavy 
goods of the season, and in any color, 
though black is tho most elegant. Two 
pieco suits, consisting of the Prince Al- 
bert coat and the now three pieco skirt, 
aro very much affected by youngish la- 
dies, and the coat is sometimes turned 
away at tho neck to show a vest of 
white, sometimes quite plain and .some- 
times quite elaborately embroidered. 
Ono such suit of very dark brown cloth 
bad a vest of delicate chamois skin ovor 
surah of tho same shade. Tho vest had 
a high choker collar embroidered in a 
light pattern with dark brown silk, and 
the rovers to the coat wero faced with 
chamois. As a trimming for certain 
shades of brown chamois is beautiful 
and has a softness tiiat makes it look 
richer than velvet. 

There is a return to elaborate braid- 
ing with narrow soutache for very linn 
clotli coats. Tin: garment is to be entire- 
ly covered with it, sleeves and all, which 
makes it very expensive. Mrs. Frank 
Leslio brought back from Paris a Prince 
Albert coat of blue cloth, and this was 
covered with black soutache sewed on 
in fanciful figures so that the braid 
stood on its edge. Tho sleeves were also 
covered. The collar and rovors were of 
moire astrakhan. Tho coal was lined 
with satin duchess. There is a great 
revival of braid as trimming, tho hercu- 
les, titian, soutache and many fancy 
castle braids being provided. Some of 
these wide braids cost as high as £1 per 
yard, but they are durable and always 
more c, r less fashionable, and so aro 
Worth the money.

The whole ulster was 
also lined with the plaid silk, and it 
mado altogether a neat and ladylike 
wrap. 

There is quite an effort to revivo the 
liking for real camel's hair shawls and 
it is not uncommon now to see a lady in 
a jaunty walking suit carrying an india 
or camel's hair shawl folded over her 
arm. This fashion can hardly beoomo 
general on account of tho price of them, 
and few can afford ono. Those who can 
maka a point of carrying them so that 
the cabalistic figures may show. 

Some ladies have long evening wraps 
made from their camel's hair shawls, 
and by lining them with silk and turn- 
ing the fringe in all around they make 
a magnificent cloak. The upper edge is 
plaited to a velvet collar or yoke, and 
this may be embroidered in Persian col- 
ors with a little tinsel to brighten it. 
This treatment does not injure the 
shawl. If it has a very marked center- 
piece, a few deep plaits adroitly laid 
will hide it, but that is not often done.

Court— Chinatown Is Agitated. 

Lee Hin Yim, Chin Toi, Ham Hip and 
Lee Yuclt Fonu wero duly arraigned in tho 
city police court yesterd>y on the charge of 
playing in a common gaming house, and as 
anticipated in the Colonist ( f yesterday tho 
cases wtnc over by consent until the 12 h 
instant. 

The arrest of Loo Hin Yim foil " like a 
bombshell" among tho Chineso gamblers, 
and at a meeting of tho Wong to whioh he 
belongs, held in tho Chinese town hall on 
Fiagard streot Tuesday evening, opinions 
Beemcd to bo widely divided as to the ex- 
pediency of the courso taken by tho High- 
hinders. Many oven of Yirn'n friends 
Strongly deprecated the war which has been 
initiated against tho while gamblers, us it is 
very plain — th(>y pointed out — rhat the 
reault can only be confusion to tho white 
man and the Mongolian a ika. 

Tho proprietors of tho games are only too 
eager to throw from their neoke the yoke of 
tho Highhindora, who havo taxed them to 
tho limit for their protection from High- 
binders themselves ; whilst tho dealers aud 
attaches who form a considerable portion of 
the Chinese population now liod themselves 
deprived of their moans of making a liveli- 
hood and are loud in their expressions of in 
dfgnation. 

Both olaBBoa are only two willing to 
shut out competition hut I hey do not 
see the joka when they themselves 
have lo cIobo up. Ab a resutl, L»e 
Hin Yim, i-x hatchetman and all-round 
Fisgard street politician, is not as popular 
as he was. In fact should lie escape con- 
viction, it will tako him a long time to re- 
cover his prestige, and tho Chinebo Tam- 
many H'tll will probably elect a new leader. 

The Yep we dai-gun-ful, which freely 
traoBlated means The Gamblers' Protective 
Association, with headquarters on Fisgard 
street, has ita hands full aooner than it ex- 
pected. Formed thrco weeks ago, with an 
admission fee from eooh member of $2, its 
coffers are hardly yet in a condition to with- 
stand a combined assault upon its resources, 
and the managing directors aro thinking 
seriously of handing in their resignations. 

Yeatorday attornoon tho court held a 
special B08aion to hear the chargo of obtain- 
ing money under falBO pretences which had 
also been laid Bgainst Lee Hin Yim. Mr. 
P. S Lampman again appeared as counsel 
for the defence, and tho hearing of the first 
witness was to tho efLiOt that he (tho wit- 
ness) had paid Yim 50 conts on four differ- 
ent occasions for the protection of bis tables, 
tho threat being made that unless tho tax 
wero paid promptly tho gamos in which 
wi'nesa was interested would be closed up 
as tho white games had been. The case 
will lant several days.

Theso with Allan were taken tc tho polico 
headquarters and Sanson and Grey were 
rounded up in tho Jubileo saloon. They 
had gone to their cabin after mooting the 
ollicurs and changed their clothos, which 
bore signs of blood and chicken feathers 
that pointed conclusively to the fact that, 
they bad had a hand in tho deal. 

In tho morning Mrs McTaviah reported 
that her fowls had disappeared, and was at 
once nlven poaeeaalon of their cold remains.

To complote the mis- 
fortune, the Sultan, while expressing his 
horror, has sont a special deputation with 
presents and lUgs for tho guilty troops, 
as signs of hia opproval, Which 
of our misfortunes Bhall wo lament? 
The massacre of our brethren or 
tho lot of those left in misery, to be sub- 
jected to the moat cruel troatment by the 
oommisBiou ?

The representative of tho United Press to- 
day had an interview with Secretary Atkin, 
of the Anglo-Armenian Association, in 
which the latter staUd that on the .'{.-d inst. 
Karl Kimberly, secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, held an hour's private conversation 
with Mr. F. S. Stevenson, M P., president 
of the association. It is undoistood that 
tho Eirl will at tho request of the Porto 
stdect an independent commissioner whom 
he may aak ono of tho greats poworB to ap- 
point. Tho cflicial Btatomont of Lord 
Kosebery and the Lirl of Kimborly 
ia expeded to bo made ptjblic 
thia week, but the prompt execution 
under European control of article 01 of tho 
lierlin treaty, which decrees that the Porto 
shall ( fT;0t reforms in Armenia without de- 
lay, will alone satisfy the asiociation. Tho 
Turkish commission appointed to investi- 
gate tho atrocities recently committod is 
not satisfactory, as it is claimed that auch a 
body ahould be purely European. 

The An«lo-Arm«nian Association is al- 
ready moving and has presonted a memorial 
to thetoreign ambissadora in London in re- 
lation to the maSBacres. Tho memorial 
allegta that tho Porte's statemcnto are now 
as thoy havo been heretofore, false. Tho 
Armenians havo been attacked for sixteen 
yiars. The execution of Seek Ki PaBlia, 
who commando i the force which committed 
tho outrages, and his inferiors will 
not bo Botlicicnt. The massacres were 
duo, it ia asserted, lo the Porte's deliberate 
orders Tho association will aBk the assist- 
ance ef the Armenians in tho United States 
and will also demand that Armenia be 
forthwith placed under European control. 
Tho association lias given exprcBfion to its 
gratification at the resolutions adopted by 
the U. S. senate tho other diy protesting 
against tho atrocities and directing that re- 
monstratiou of tho government bo com- 
municated to Turkey. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. ;1 — Tho Turkish lega- 
tion has received tho following communica- 
tion in roiiard to tho Armenian troubles: 
Towards the eud of July last and under tho 
inatigation of an Armenian named Ham- 
partzoum tho men of ton Armenian villages 
near Mouah formed aoparato bands and 
armed with guns, daggers, hatchets and 
other instruments attacked tho tribo of 
Dslikan, killed a few men of that tribo and 
afterwards fell on tho tribes of Bekirah 
and Hadikcin. Tho bands burned alivo 
Hadji, the nephew of Knmor Agho, ono of 
tho chiefs of the Uekirah tribe, and not 
only out raged the Moslem women of tho vil- 
lage of Kuiliguzit, but also put thorn to 
death in an atrocious mannor. Mon wero

TRADE RESTRICTIONS. 

How Germany Continues to Put Obstacles In 
the Way of Importations From the U.S. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 — Tho indications 
of a determined purpose on tho part of Ger- 
many, openly or indirectly, to intorpoao ob- 
stacles in tho way of tho importation of Am- 
oric m prnductB into Germany, aeons to mul- 
tiply bo long as tho discriminating duty 
againBt German boot Bugar impoaod by tho 
existing now tarill'law ia maintained. First, 
on tho pretext of tho transmission of 
Texas fever the importation of live 
oattlo from tho United Statca into 
Germany was prohibited. Next ro- 
atriations wore placod upon Ameri- 
can canned good*. Then a commission 
was appointed to investigate whether Amor- 
ioan cotton could not bo supplemented by 
other kinds of German manufacture. Now 
tho department of atalo baa baon notified 
through its consular representative at llar- 
lin of a proposed change in tho Gorman cus- 
toms tariff by which tho duty on cotton- 
Bood oil will bo increased '-'at) per cent, ovor 
preBont ratos. Among tho many additions 
to exiating dutios this aoems to bo tho moat 
important and, it ia aaid, meeta tho wiahos 
not only of the protectionist oil manufac- 
turers of Gormar-y, hut all tho agrarians as 
well. Tho present duty on American cot- 
tonseed oil is four marks (ono dollar) and 
it is to bo raised to ton marks. If, how- 
over, imported oottonsood oil ia usod for 
soap it may bo officially drugged until it is 
unfit for fond whon it will bo admitted at 
tho rato of 8fi conta.
